NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 19th December, 1997 

G.S.R, 717(E), —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with sub-section (1 A), of section 3 of the 
All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with the Governments of the States 
concerned, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the All India Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) Rules, 
1958, namely;— 

1. (1) The rules may be called the All India Services (Deathcum-Retirement Benefits) Amendment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of January, 1996. 

2. In the All India Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefit) Rules, 1959:— 

(a) in clause (bb), of subrule (1) of rule 2, for the existing words "revised scales of pay" the following shall be substituted, 
namely, 

"revised scales of pay as revised with effect from the 1st day of January, 1986." 

(b) in clause (bb) of sub rule (1) of the 2, for the existing words “pre-revised scale”, the following shall be substituted, 
namely ;— 

“pre-revised scale of pay prior to the 1st January, 1986,” 

(c) in clause (bb) of subrule (1) of rule 2, the word “pay” shall be substituted by the words “basic pay” and ihc 

following shall be inserted after the definition of “Emoluments” and before the words “Provided that.” 

“Emoluments”, for the purpose of calculation of retirement/Death Gratuity, means the pay and Dearness Allowance 
that a member of the service was receiving on the dtfte of his retirement/death, as the case may be. 

Provided further that those who retire between the 1 st day of January, 1996 and the 31st day of December, 1997 shall 
have an option to retain the pre-revised scales of pay and have their pension and death-cum-retirernent gratuity calcu¬ 
lated under the rules in force immediately before the 1st day of January, 1996. In such cases the term “Emoluments” 
shall mean the pay which the member of service was receiving before his retirement or death, as the case may be, and 
will include Dearness Allowance upto AICPI 1436 and Interim Relief I and Interim Relief II. 

Provided also that, in case of the persons who retain pre-revised scales (i.e. prior to the 1st day of January', 1996) and 
retire or die in harness subsequent to the 31st December, 1997, Pension, Retirement Gratuity, Death Gratuity and 
Family Pension, as may be relevant, shall be calculated in terms of relevant rules as effective from the 1st January, 
1996. The "emoluments" for calculation of pensionary benefits in their case shall be the basic pay in the pre-revised 
(i.e. brior to the 1st January, 1996) scale, plus Dearness Allowance as admissible upto CPI 1510 in terms of Ministry 
of Finance Office Memorandum No. J (5)/96.E II (B) dated the 20th March, 1996 appropriate to the basic pay plus two 
installments of Interim Relief at the rates in force on the 31st December, 1995, appropriate to the said basic pay . 
Provided also that in the case of a member of service who opts for the revised scales of pay (with effect from the 1st 
January, 1996) and retires within ten months from the date of coming over to the revised scale, basic pay for ten 
months period preceding retirement shall be calculated by taking into account, pay as follows:— 

(i) for the period during which pay is drawn in pre-revised scale—Basic pay plus actual Dearness Allowance and 
Interim Reliefs I and (1 appropriate to the basic pay at the rates in force on the 1st January, 1996 drawn during 
the relevant period: and 

(ii) for the period during which pay is drawn in revised scale-Basic Pay in the revised scale. 

(d) in Rule 2, for clause (jj) of sub-rule (I), the following shall be substituted namely; 

"Revised scales of pay" means the scales of pay introduced with effect from 1st day of January, 1996, unless 
specified otherwise." 

(e) in sub-clause (i) of clause (b) of sub rule (1) of Rule 18, for the words "ceiling of rupees four thousand five 
hundred per month", following shall be susbtituted, namely:— 

"Being of rupees fifteen thousand per month" 

(f) The following shall be inserted after sub-clause (ii) of clause (b) of sub rule (1) of rule 18 :— 

(iii) "In case a member of the Service retires from Service between the 1st January, 1996 and the 31st December, 

1997, and exercises an option to retain the pre-revised scale of pay and draws pension and death-cum- 
retirement gratuity under the rules in force immediately before the 1st day of January, 1996, the pension and 
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death-cum-retirement gratuity in such cases shah be regulated as follows: 

(i) Pension shall be calculated at fifty percent of the average emoluments. To the amount so calculated. Dearness 
Relief upto AICPI 1510 at the prescribed rates shall be added and the amount so arrived at shall be regarded as 
pension. 

(ii) Death-cum-retirement gratuity shall be admissible with reference to emoluments at (i) above under the orders/ 
rules (including that in respect of ceiling) in force immediately before coming into effect of the revised rules. 

with effect from 1st day of January, 1996. 

Explanation: —In this sub-clause, "emoluments means "Pay" as defined in first provision of Rule 2(1) (bb), 

(g) in proviso to sub-clause (i) and sub-clause (ii) of clause (a) of subrule (3) of Rule 19, for the words 44 Rs. Two lakhs 
fifty thousands”, following shall be substituted, namely 

“Rupees three lakh and fifty thousand” 

(h) for sub rule (2) of Rule 22-B the following shall be substituted namely ; 

“(2) Subject to the provisions of rule 22C, the scale of family pension admissible shall be thirty percent of basic pay 
subject to the minimum of rupees One thousand two hundred and seventy five per mensem and a maximum of rupees 
nine thousand,” 

Note:— In case, the members of the Service who retire or will be retiring between the 1 st day of January, 1996 and the 
31st day of December, 1997 exercise an option to retire the pre-revises scales of pay, the family pension in 
such cases shall be allowed in accordance with the rules and orders applicable prior to the 1 st day of January, 
19.96 and shall be calculated with reference to the basic pay in the pre-revised scale. To the family pension so 
calculated Dearness Relief upto average AICPI 1510 at the prescribed rate shall be added. The amount so 
arrived at shall be regarded as the family pension for regulating payment of Dearness Relief beyond average 
AICPI 1510” 

(i) for clause (ii) and (iii) of sub rule (3) of Rule 22-B the following shall be substituted namely ; 

(ii) In the case of a son or an unmarried, widowed on divorced daughter till such son or daughter attains the age of 
twenty—five years or upto the date of his-her marriage/re-marriage, as case may be, whichever is earlier subject 
to the income criterion as perscribed by Central Government from time to time. 

(iii) in case of parents, upto the death of both the parents.” 

(j) In sub-rule (14) of Rule 22-B. the following shall be inserted after clause (iii): 

“(iv) the parents provided they were wholly dependent on the Government servant when he/she was alive and the 
deceased employee had left behind neither a widow nor a child subject to the depenedency criteria in case of 
parents as prescribed by Central Government from time to time.” 

(k) The following shall be inserted after Rule 27; 

“Rule 27-A. Revision of Pension after authorisation— 

(i) Subject to the provisions of rule 3 and Rule 6, pension once authorised after final assessment Shall not be revised 
to the disadvantage of the member of the service, unless such a revision becomes necessary on account of detection 
of a clerical error subsequently; 

Provided that no revision of pension to the disadvantage of the pensioner shall be ordered by any Authority without the 
concurrence of the Department of Personnel and Training, if the clerical error is detected after a period of two years 
from the date of occurence of such error. 

(ii) For the purpose of sub rule (1), the pensioner concerned shall be served with a notice by the sanctioning authority 
requiring him to refund the excess payment of pension within a period of two months from the date of receipt of 
notice by him. 

(iii) In case the pensioner fails to comply with the notice, the authority competent to sanction pension/family pension 
shall, by order in writing, direct that such excess payment, shall be adjusted in instalments by short payments of 
pension in future in one or more instalments, as such authority may direct. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Government has decided to implement the recommendations made by the Fifth Central Pay Commission 
relating to death cum retirement benefits in respect of the All India Services with effect from the 1 st January, 1996, With a view 
to implementing those recommendations, the All India Service (Death cum Retirement Benefits) Rules, 1958 are being amended 
accordingly with effect from the 1st January, 1996.

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 19th December, 1997 

G.S.R. 718 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I), read with sub-section (LA), of section 3 of the 
All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 195 1) and in pursuance of rule 25 of the All India Services (Death-cuin-Retircment Benefits) 
Rules, 1958, the Central Government, after consultation with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the 
following regulations further to amend the All india Services (Commutation of Pension) Regulations, 1959, namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Sendees ( Commutation of Pension) Amendment Regulations, 1997, 

(2) They shall be denied to have come into force on the 1st day of January, 1996, 

2. In regulation 3 of the All india Service (Commutation of Pension) Regulations, 1959, in sub-regulation (I),— 

(a) for the words “not exceeding one-third of the penion”, the words “not exceeding forty per cent”, of the Pension 
shall be substituted; 

(b) after the proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided further that if a member of service retiring between the 1st day of January, 1996 and the 31st day of Decem¬ 
ber, 1997 has opted for retaining the pre-revised scale of pay, the commutation of pension in such case shall be admissible in 
accordance with the rules and orders in force prior to the 1st day of January, 19967’
